There is also an excellent professional service given by 
our pool of social workers and other members of staff. SHAWCO is now even bigger than ever before, 
blessed with its clear vision, mission and values, and its international standing as the largest student led 
welfare organisation of its kind. 

All this has been made possible by contributions 
like yours, either through events organised by 
RAG, or directly to SHAWCO.

Gender Politik 

Barry Ronge 


The time has come it would seem, to 
dispense with actresses. Let me tell you 
why. I interviewed a female member of the 
acting profession and in the resulting 
article I called her an actress. 

I meant no harm by this. More than 400 
years of usage and several dictionary entries 
lulled me into thinking the word was 
acceptable. When the article was published 
she called me and said: “Just for the record, 

I am not an actress.” 

I was about to ask what had finally lead 
her to see what her colleagues and 
audiences had known for years, but her 
tone deterred me. It wasn’t angry, just long- 
suffering, the sound a weary mother makes 
when explaining to her permanently 
uncomprehending offspring that if there is 
mud on their shoes it will end up on her 
floors. 

“1 prefer to be called an actor,” she 
continued. “You do not write ‘directorettes’ 
or ‘producerinas’. If you chose to write 
about me in future, try and remember 
that,” and then she said goodbye. 

‘... in future I would probably refer to her as 
an attitude impared, chronologically 
experienced, sobriety deprived actor...’ 

I felt like telling her that in future I would 
probably refer to her as an attitude 
impaired (mean), chronologically 
experienced (old), sobriety deprived (lush) 
actor whose relations with her inter- 
generational companions (toy boys) were 
the only performances she gave about 
which people still spoke. But I had a 
sneaking suspicion that she might have a 
point - a perfectly idiotic one - but a point. 


This was underlined a few evenings later as 
I watched the Blockbuster Video Awards on 
M-Net, and saw one of those all-purpose 
Hollywood blondes preparing to present an 
award. It could have been Heather Locklear, 
Morgan Fairchild, Susan Dey or any one of 
a dozen others. You need DNA testing to tell 
them apart. Anyway, in advance of 
presenting a best actress award, this blonde 
person also objected to the word ‘actress’ as 
old and sexist. I realised that I had hit upon 
a new vocabulary fashion-item, one as 
trendy as a calf-length, Doc Marten lace- 
up. 

It has some logic on its side. No one talks 
about ‘politiciennes’, ‘lawyerinas’ or 
‘dentistes’ so perhaps ‘actress’ is outmoded. 

‘500 years ago it was not thought seemly 
for women to act on stage’ 

I was briefly amused by the cyclical irony of 
it all. ‘Actress’ is a comparatively new word 
in the language. Five hundred years ago it 
was not thought seemly for women to act 
on stage. Men did all the roles, male and 
female. I thought of the pioneer women 
whose daring and determination had won 
them the right to play Cleopatra, Juliet and 
Mazeppa. I wondered with what pride they 
first heard themselves described as actresses 
and tragediennes - words that symbolised 
their victory against the male-based sexism 
of the stage. How hard did those women 
fight for the right to be called ‘actress’? But 
things have to change, only to what? It was 
interesting to note that no-one has proposed 
‘actperson’ as an alternative to ‘actor’ and 
‘actress’. 


That ‘hyphenperson’ 
gimmick enjoyed a brief life 
in the 70’s but it soon lost 
its point. Replacing ‘-man’ 
with ‘-person’ merely 
signified that the office¬ 
bearer was a woman. So 
‘chairperson’ rapidly 
acquired the same gender 
meaning as ‘chairwoman’ 
and maintained the very 
gender bias it had been 
devised to eradicate. The 
sole value of the word 
‘chairperson’ today is to 
warn you that the person 
using it is a reactionary 
looking for a fight. It seems 
that ‘actor’ is the noun of 
choice in this new debate, 
but that in itself presents 
problems. 


What happens at the Oscars 
in future? Are the best 
actress categories to be cast 
aside? Will men and 
women now compete 
equally for one ‘Best Actor’ 
award? 

Risky approach, that. For 
example, there is only one 
Oscar category for director 
and no woman has ever 
won it. If there were an 
award for best directorate, 
Streisand would have won 
it three times over. But 
there isn’t, so she hasn’t. 

Sexism in showbusiness is 
still such a powerful force 
that unless a designated 
space is cleared in which to

showcase women’s 
achievements, it never gets 
rewarded. That’s just one of 
the risks you take when you 
try to contradict an 
industry which has built up 
a huge sophisticated 
machine for promoting the 
idea that actors and 
actresses r re different, 
u n iquely glamorous 
entities. t 

But if anyone does become 
an ‘actor’, do we go back to 
the days when a genderless 
job-description liberates the 
players to act whatever 
roles they choose? 

May we look forward to 
Sharon Stone as Macbeth, 
Tom Hanks as Cleopatra, 
Brad Fitt as Ophelia 
opposite Pamela Anderson’s 
Hamlet, or - how’s this for 
a casting coup? - Geena 
Davis and Bette Midler in a 
live-action version of ‘Tom 
and Jerry - The Movie’? 
Perhaps you are ready to 
take Emma Thompson, the 
actor, as King Lear. 

Me - I’d rather take a pill.
